Disarmament

UST how far \vp arc to get toward actual dis- 


armament through the. conference 
pro- 


posed by President Harding to the allied powers 
is difficult to guess. 
At first sight it would seem 


that in extending the scope of the conference be- 
vond a merely naval discussion with England 
and Japan to make it include France and Italy 
and'matter of military disarmament the presi- 
dent had increased its complexities and conse- 
quently the obstacles to be overcome. 
Never- 


theless the world will hardly think the less 
either of the plan or of its sponsor for this evi- 
dence of courage in tackling all instead of only 
part of this most useful of undertakings. It may 
be a bit more difficult to harmonize the ideas of 
five nations than three, and generals are as hard 
to convince as admirals on the subject of putting 
themselves out of a job. but the president has. by 
his action, recognized the undoubted fact that 
disarmament is an indivisible- rmestion which is 
not thd less a unit that there are two branches of 
it to br discussed. 
The world will not be free 


of the clanger of war except there be no arma- 
ment beyond that necessary to preserve order: a 
field howitzer is just as deadly and dangerous as 
a turret gun on a battleship. 
The president's 


proposition has the virtue of consistency. 


The same reasons which make acceptance 


of the conference proposal almost a foregone 
conclusion give hope, at least, that the confer- 
ence will be more than ir-mcrc talk-fcst. There 
was never a time in the world's history when 
nations, if not their leaders, were more ready 
and eager for disarmament. The world war and 
its aftermath has thoroughly disillusioned us as 
to the "glories of wnr". We recognize it for n 
dirty and bloody business that buys results al a 
cost out of all proportion to its benefits. 
There 


is not a people on the globe that would not. were 
the question put 
to it, vote, overwhelmingly 


against any war that was not clearly a question 
of self-defense. Political leaders in even.- coun- 
try except perhaps Japan, where monarchy still 
survives, dare not refuse consideration of dis- 
armament. And even in Japan there is such evi- 
dence of popular discontent with militarism and 
navalism and their burdens that only the most 
hardy of monarchists would counsel disregard 
of it. 


This makes the Harding conference plan 


•practically sure of acceptance—and it will cer- 
tainly have itsXveight in influencing the confer- 
ees to honest effort to reach a working formula 
for disarmameut. No statesmen, it may be be- 
licvtd, will have the hardihood to imitate those 
•who represented Germany at the last Hague con- 
ference and absolutely refused to permit discus- 
sion of-disarmament on land or sea. 
It would 


be hard to explain "back home", where millions 
of common men and women -will be watching 
their every step in the conference and praying 
for a successful issue. As hard, perhaps, as it 
will be for American historians of the next gen- 
eration to explain why this country abstained 
from participation in the first world conference 
on disarmament—called by the League of Na- 
tions.
